“BEN” AND “NICCER.” 


A Brutal Dog Fight Before a Hun- 
dred Spectators.

A Canine Contest which Lasted Fifty Minutes | 
and Was Full of Disgusting Scenes—"Nig- 
ger’s” Owner Wants Him Killed if He Can- 
not Win—Large Sums of Money Change 
Hands. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 29.—About one hundred 
men witnessed a dog fight at a well-known 
resort in Westchester county last night. The 
place where the dog fight occurred is remote 
from any other habitation, andis near the 
Bronx river. The contesting canines were 
the celebrated dog “‘Ben,’”” said to be a full 
brother to Ned who killed Pilot in a Long 
Island pit last fall, and an imported dog 
named “‘Nigger.”” When time was called the 


This J apanned Tin Bread or | dogs were loosed, and at once their sharp 


growls, which had been carried on from the 
moment they caught sight of each other, 
ceased, and they dashed savagely across the 
scratch at each other. Ben at once secured 
a throat hold on Nigger, and the representa- 
tive of English dogdom had his white coat 


saturated with blood. Over and over in the 
pit they rolled, and their 
BACKERS WERE BETTING VIGOROUSLY 
at theruling oddsof thirty to twenty 
on Ben. Several times Nigger 
tried to get away from Ben’s fangs, but as 
often was frustrated. At the end of twenty 
minutes the holds were loosed, but only for 
a moment, as Ben again dashed at his rival, 
who was very weak, and catching a hold on 
his ear dragged him around the pit. Ben’s 
repeated attacks, and the severe punish- 
ment he had inflicted on Nigger caused the 
-poenoncl — to yelp, and when a hold was 
eran to his corner.

At this. pn forty minutes from the 
start, Nigger nad a throathold on Ben 
and was tugging at it as though he meant to 
tear his head from his body. n had dlso a 
ae _ j ers fore-leg, and he crunched 
the spectators of the fight could 
de eo shaw he of the limbs being crushed by 
the savage brute, at forty-five minutes 
from the start the holds were loosed, and as 
Ben rolled a te his feet he was again at- 
tacked by Nigger, and the odds in the bet- 
ting receded to. 20 to 8on Ben. The holds 
then were on Ben’s chest by Nigger, while 
Ben had stuck his under-teeth into Nigger’s 
eyes. Their holds were soon broken, 
and Ben again caught Nigger’s throat in 
his fangs, and while the blood 
literally oured from his wounds he 
dragged Nigger around and around the pit, 
and evidenced his satisfaction by frequent 
shakings of his head. Nigger was then very 
weak from punishment and loss of biood, 
and, as Ben released his hold, staggered to 
his feet with difficulty. Nigger was rapidly 
getting weaker, and several times attempted 
to rush across the pit at Ben, but would 
FALL FROM SHEER EXHAUSTION 
before getting half way. Several men 
around the pit, who thought it a pity to see 
so gamea dog killed, asked his owner to 
tk up the fight, but that worthy would not 
bear of any sucnd request, and answered them 
all by saying: “1 got $250 in the main 
stake and $500 bet on the outside. 
If he can’t win that bundle for me then let 
him die.” But, though the brute was fast 
becoming too weak to stand on his legs, he 
was not yet in a statefor stuffing. He was 
thoroughly game, but his gameness could not 
win him the battle against the superior con- 
dition of Ben, whose work on the wheels had 
made him ‘“‘as bard as nails.” When the 
dogs had fou = fifty minutes the holds were 
loosed and Nigger again refused to take 
hold. Another scratch took place, and Nig- 
ger, by a little handling, went forward, only 
to be met by Ben, whose savage rush carried 
the bearer vf England’s colors off his feet. 
and to the ground, where he lay gasping for 
breath. Ben caught him viciously by the 
throat and put one foot on his breast and 
commenced tear:ng the little flesh that re- 
mained away, and after standing it two min- 
utes longer ligger’ 8 owner said: “Weill, he 
won’t fight; pick him up;” and the dog was 
taken from the pit in a dying condition, hay-

Fort Smiru, ARK., June 20.—The three 
murderers, Martin Joseph, Wm, H. Finch 
and Tualista, the Indian, were executed 
here to-day. Atila, m. Chief Deputy C, M. 
Barnes entered the prison cell, and through 

‘an interpreter read the death warrant to Tu- 
alista, after which he was hand-cuffed. The 
death warrant was then read to Martin 
Joseph and Wm. H, Finch, who were like- 
wise shackled. At 11:25 a, m. the eondemned 
men, with their spiritual advisera and 


proceeded to the scaffold, abont fifty | 


guards, 
yards from the jail, within the court-yard 


. On reaching the scaffold, one of | 


the ministers offered a prayer for the doomed 
men, after which a hymn was 
sung, Finch joining in. In response to 


the question if they had anything to say. 
Tualista replied that he had not, and putting 
his band on bis breast said that his heart 
was broken. Martin Joseph replied in the 
negative, William H, Finch then made a 
brief and affecting speech, in which he said: 
“Tam at a loss to find words to exviain the 
feelings that overpower me as I stare at 
THE DREADED FATE 
that awaits me. lam perfectly reconciled to 
my God, and it is nothing more than just 
and right that I should make things right 
with my fellowmen. 1 kill those 
two men that I wight escape rather than suf- 
fer the torture of the commanding officer, 
who had ordered my arrest fora trivial of- 
fense.” He then asked to see a photograph 
of his sister, on which he impri a kina, 
saying that it was all he had to leave her. 
After shaking hands with the attendants on 
the scaffold the black caps were adjusted, 
_ the arms and feet of the doomed men were 
pemoned, and at 11:48 a. m. the trap was 
sprung by Jailer Burns, Tualista’s neck 
was broken by _ the fall, and 
life was extinct § in three and 
one-half minutes. Martin Joseph died in 
six and one-half minutes, and Wm. H. Finch 
in nine minutes. After hanging twenty min- 
utes the bodies were cut down anda placed in 
coffins. Wm. li. Finch’s body was taken in 
charge by his brother, Richard Fiach. 


The following is a sketch of the crimes for 
which the three men were executed: 
MARTIN JOSEPH. 


Martin Joseph, who was a noted desper- 
ado, was living with his victims, Mr. Bud 
Stevens and his wife, atthe time the mur- 
ders were committed. Mr. Stevens had been 
married only two years, and his wife was a 
young woman only eighteen vears old. when 
she met her death, Stevens, Lottis and the 
negro Josep coneocted a pian to steal some 
horses, in which they were successful. Mrs. 
Stevens went along, and at a certain place 
was Jefi by herself to await the return of the 
three wen. After securing their prize the 
nogro watched his chance and shet Stevens. 
He then returned to where Mrs. Stevens was, 
and telling her that her husband had sent 
for her, had her mount behind him 
and rode away tw the top of Ar- 
buckle mountains, The nd = then 
drew his pistol and told her to dismount. 
Then he brutally assaulted her, shet and 
killed her, and threw her body into a cave. 

This happened some time in April last. 
About turee months after tae murderer be- 
gan w taik about his dark deed, which cre- 
ated cons derabie excttement among the peo- 
pte in the neighborhvod. In the meantime 

w also Kilied Lottis, thus apparentiy cioth- 
ing his crime in the deepest mystery. But 
the secret Was revealed by himself. Joseph 
Jelated to parties ow he worked the matter, 
even telling them where he threw the body 
of the woman, and also where he hid the 
mady of Stevens. Search was immediately 
made in the cave, but in endeavoring to get 
the bones and effects of the woman the body 
was pushed into a well about sixty feet deep. 
Shortly after this Martin was arrested, and 
a further search instituted. A young man 
aliowed himself to be lowered into the cave, 
where, by the ald of a lighted taper, he dis- 
covered the bones of the unfortunate woman. 

Joseph was atall mulatto, about thirty- 
five years old, with large eyes and a head 
and neck that indicate strong animal pas- 
sions. Lie was ably defended, but with such 
overwhelming proofs of guily the jury that 
tried his case convicted him.

William ii. Finch shot and killed Bush 
Jonnson and Washington Grimky, two col- 
ored soldiers. ‘The following account of the 
killing is given by the principal government 
witness, AlcCarty the only eye-witness to 
the murder: Finch was a very restless char- 
acter, as Was ciearly shown in the evidence 

inst him, irequentiy defying the orders 
of the commandant of the post at Fort Sill, 

He had bveen trequently called before the 
commander, but had never been punished. 
On one occasion he was ordered to report at 
headquarters, but fled to the brush, and a 
day or two afterwards stole the sutler’s 
horse and leit for ‘Texas. A_ short 
time alterwards he was arrested 
by the sheriff! of Decatur, Texas, in compli- 
ance with a telegram from Colonel Henry at 
Fortsul. <A party of soldiers consisting of 
one sergeantand two privates of cavalry 
were sent aller the Jugitive and were return- 
ing with Finch when the murder was com- 
mittea. Wien about twenty miles from the 
furt the soidiers, being weary, lay down to 
restunder some trees. ‘The sergeant or- 
dered McUarthy to drive the horses to wa- 
ter, and then fell into a sound sleep, When

‘Bonds by the Thousand, 

And Find a Ready Sale for Over $270,000 
Worth of Them at Low Figures—The Man- 
ner in Which the Trick was Worked—The 
Trio Arrested by the Police.

Wednesday afternoon, Mr. Kirk, 
acting upon the information went w the 
printer’s office of Siebert Bros., Nos. 12 and 
i4 Warren street. He learned that the cer- 
tifieates which he had bought were printed 
there, He saw the plates upon which they 
were pripted. He showed one of the certin- 
cates to the Siebverts, and they recognized it 
as one of those they had printed fur two men 
who gave their names as Emil bril and Wes- 
ley Lyvn about four months ago, These men 
first ordered 2,000 certificates, and Lucy were 
srinted and delivered, After a few days 
jr:l and Lyon called upon the Sieberts and 
stated that the certificates were 
not satisfactor and ordered 5,000 
more. They found fault with the

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A STORM SIGNAL, 
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leaders in a recent letter which Secretary 
CHANDLER has written arraigning the deal- 
ings of his party with the railroads of his 
state. Whena member of the cabinet who 
plumes himgelf on being regarded ‘as one of 
the most stalwart of partizans, and who is 
universally regarded as one of the shrewdest 
of politicians, sends such a storm signal letter 
to the legislature of his own state, pending 
the election of an United States senator, it 


is not likely that he has mistaken a passing 


breeze for a coming cyclone. Protesting 
against the passage of a proposed railroad 
consolidation bill, he says that the will of 
the people is embodied in existing laws for- 
bidding such consolidation, and that the re- 
publicans will surely lose the state in the 
next election if they pass this bill. They 
already have enough to answer for In the 
way of permitting railroad combinations to 
be formed and maintained in criminal dis- 
regard of law and popular rights. The gov- 
ernor was president of one of these law- 
breaking corporations and appointed judges 
and counselors to connive at the sacrifice of 
the laws and interests of the commonwealth. 
The attorney-general was an ally of the 
conspirators and has never taken a step to 
enforce the law against them.

According to the most recent statistical in- 
formation there are in Engiand between one 
and two million of paupers, who persist in 
living and who manifest the usual desire for 
food, clothing, warmth and shelter in spite 
of the obvious reasons which make the more 
prosperous Englishmen prefer their room to 
theircompany. Poor law reform and the 
question of pauperism have been vital issues 
in English polities ever since the days of 
the good Queen Bess, but no solution of the 
question had dawned upon the British mind 
until the reduced rates for steerage passage 
across the ocean developed the beautiful 
idea of “assisted emigration.” It is so sel- 
dom that the British mindhas an idea thut 
we cannot but congratulate John Bull upon 
the pleasant novelty of such an experience, 
combining as it does the maximum of philan- 
thropy with the minimum of expense. 

So greatisour admiration for the orig- 
inality and beauty of this idea that we can- 
not resist the temptation of appropriating it. 
The rates for steerage passage from New 
York to Queenstown are about the same as 
from Queenstown to New York, and we 
have some paupers of our own, not many, 
bnt more than we want. The St. Louis 
poor-house alone could furnish a small car- 
go, and if the work-house were drawn upon 
it could be depended on for a steady supply. 
New York has its Biackwell’s island, Bos- 
ton its fascinating “Deer isiand in the Bay,’’ 
all of our large cities have a fair amount of 
raw material for “‘assisted emigration”; why 
not utilize it?”’ 

We are told on good authority that the 
sauce for the American goose is also sauce 
for the British gander, and that one good 
turn deserves another. Just by way of ex- 
periment,why might not the great cities club 
together and “assist” a ship-load of emi- 
grants to England? It would be worth the 
money just to hear what John Bull would 
say about it.

Nellie Grant's Husband Wild with 
Rage Over the Scandal. 


Pretty Mrs. Bush Submits to an Interview— 
Her Explanation of the Mi!waukee Occur-

COLONIZATION TRAITS. 


An Instinct That Does Not Appear in 
theFrenchman, 
From the new York Times, 


“The Romans,” said the great satirist of 
antiquity, “make a desert and call it 
peace.” ‘Their French copyists make a ruin 
and call it a colony. ‘Tonquin invasions, 
Majunga bombardments, west African raids, 
‘lunis anpexations, Algerian mMiassacres are 
the instruments of F.iance’s “mission of ciy- 
ilization.” For two centuries she has been 
trying in vain the experiment which Ger- 
many-—probably the best colonizer in the 
worid—nas never tried at all. France has 
colonies but no colonists, Germany colonists 
but no colosies, In that contrast lies a mo- 
mentous chapter of the world’s future his- 
tory. 

ln modern as in ancient times the devel- 
opment of man’s empire over the remote ana 
the tuknown has had its three successive 
stages. ‘he Portuguese, like the Pheni- 
cians, discovered. ‘Lhe Dutch, like the 
Phauicians, colonized. The Enylish, like 
the Athenians, conquered. To Athens, in 
the fuliness of tune, succevded Rome, but 
who wiil succeed to Engiand! Russia-is too 
sluggish and unwieldy. America, supreme 
over the whole breadth of the new worid, 
needs no scrapings from the old. France at 
present stauds furemost in the field, but be- 
bind Frauce looms the broadening shadow of 
Germany. 

One example will suffice to draw a com- 
parison between what Frenchmen have done 
with the whole power of their own govern- 
ment to back them and what Germans have 
done unaided save by their own sturdy and 
patient industry. Since the tri-color first 
floated unchaliynged, thirty-six years ago, 
over the whole of the maguificent region Ty. 
ing between the border of Tunis and that of 
Muroceo, the French masters of Algeria 
have impoverished the country, exasperated 
we native population and entailed a vast ex- 
pense upyun themselves without any com- 
pensating advantage whatever. In 1869 a 
bandful of German emigrants Obtained an 
aliotment of land at Juiz de Fora, in eastern 
Brazil. By the summer of 1872 their camp 
had grown into a neat and well-built village, 
surrounded by thriving plantations, with two 
schools, a church, a hotel, a daily stage run- 
ning to Entre Rios (the nearest railway de- 
pot), and a branch raiiroad in process of con- 
struction. Inafew years more that rail- 
road had been completed, a large additional 
tract of Jand had been brought under culti- 
vation, fresh batches of strong arms had 
been imported from the “Fatheriand,"” and 
the colovists were making money, in their 
own picturesgue pase, “AS cream gathers 
upon milk,’ ow a French setiiement 
would have fared under similar circum- 
stances those who have watched the prog- 
ress of French colonization in any part of 
the world from Cochin-China to Cayenne

His subject was ‘“‘Social 
Inequality.” oth the matter and the man- 
ner of the orator were excellent, and it is 
notinvidious tosay that Mr. Hurley’s ad- 
dress was the gempar excellence of the 
evening’s entertainment. Atits conclu>ion 
degrees were conferred and medals awarded 
John A, Brittingham, B. A., and John D 
Hurley, B. A. LL. B., received the degree of 
M. A., and James Rohan, Cornelius Murray, 
hagas S. Barthel, Peter H. Smith, John 
McDermott, Peter McGrath, James Horan 
and John Moore were each awarded 
the degree of A. B. In the commer- 
cial department Peter Connolly, Felix 
Thornure, David Beverly, Timothy Cleary 
and John Tacket received diplomas as mas- 
ters of accounts. The distribution of med- 
als was as follows: The Lucas medal, for 
the best essay, fell to the lot of Cornelius 
Murray: the Gregory medal, for excellence 
in the classics, was bestowed upon James 
Rohan; the students’ medal, for excellence 
in the collegiate department, was awarded 
to Edward Rines; the Fox medal, tor excel- 
lence, was given to James O’Connor; the 
Alumni medal, for excellence in elocution, 
was voted to Joseph Langton, and the Ennis 
medal, for music, was carried off by H. Har- 
rington.
